He 
succeeded  to  the  governorship  for  the  remainder  of  the  Nutter  term 
and  in  1964  was  elected  to  a  new  term.  Born  in  Littlefield,  Minn., 
Oct.  27,  1919,  he  spent  his  early  life  on  a  homestead  in  Dawson 
County.  His  formal  education  ended  with  the  outbreak  of  World 
War  II,  in  which  he  served  as  a  combat  infantryman.  He  returned 
to  civilian  life  as  a  truck  driver,  took  an  interest  in  politics  and 
in  development  of  his  trucking  business  at  Billings.  He  served 
Custer  County  in  the  House  in  1953  and  Yellowstone  County  in 
1957  and  1959.  He  was  elected  Lieutenant  Governor  in  1960  and 
Governor  in  1964.  He  is  married  to  the  former  Betty  Ruth  Lee  and 
they  have  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Laura  Mennie  and  Marla  Babcock, 
and  one  granddaughter.
